CLEVELAND (JU — Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhow er's bid for the presi­ 
dency was bolstered today by word 
from key backers of Republican 
Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio that 
they w ere going all out to help 
elect him . 
They declared they contem plated 
no "sit-dow n" strike against his 
candidacy. 
As Eisenhow er turned tow ard In­ 
dianapolis for another stop on his 
Midwest cam paign swing, his aides 
m ade no attem pt to conceal elation 
at the w arm reception accorded 
him in T aft’s home state. 
T aft W ants More Facta 
Taft him self had not joined in 
the chorus. He said in W ashington 
he wanted to learn more of the 
general’s views 
before deciding 
how m uch of a role to play in the 
cam paign. 
But sources close to the senator 
said they had little doubt he would 
help the general’s efforts. 
Elsenhower told a press confer­ 
ence he and T aft intended to m eet 
soon, possibly within a week, al­ 
though the tim e and place had not 
been aet 
Bricker In Line 
As he rode into Cleveland from 
the airport, after a flight from 
Minneapolis, he was flanked In an 
open ear by Sen. John W. Bricker, 
a long-time Taft ally, and T aft’s 
brother C harles P., GOF candidate 
for governor of Ohio. 
B ricker called upon a m eeting of 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and M aryland 
Republican leaders to back E isen­ 
hower’s candidacy wholeheartedly. 
A num ber of Republicans attend­ 
ing the three-state m eeting said 
they were impressed by the gen­ 
eral’s 
forceful 
comments 
and 
a 
tribute he gave to Sen. T aft. 
Applause On Taft 
Elsenhower lashed out at the 
D em ocratic 
adm inistration 
as a 
"dam nable octopus" 
and hit at 
"left-wingish. pinkish" influences. 
But he drew his greatest applause 
when he said T aft's friends. In sup­ 
porting him. were by no m eans 
abandoning their loyalty to the 
senator. 
Eisenhower m ade it plain before 
heading into Indiana that he would 
ask voters to "support the Repub­ 


lican team ," including Sen. Wil­ 
liam Jenner, who has called Gen 
George C. Marshall a "front man 
for traitors." Jenner Is seeking re­ 
election. 
Eisenhower has termed Marshall 
"a perfect example of patriotism.” 
but indicated he would back Jen­ 
ner as a m atter of Republican par­ 
ty solidarity. 
In response to a press conference 
question as to whether he regarded 
Jenner as "in the sam e category" 
as Sen. Joseph McCarthy, Wiscon­ 


sin 
Republican also seeking re- 
election, E i s e n h o w e r replied 
sharply 
"I am not categorizing anybody. 
I am .simply stating what I think 
about certain practices and ideas 
and I am saying what I think about 
party responsibility." 
"I am going to try to m ake them 
see. either through argum ent or 
fight or persuasion that they have 
got to get away from that kind of 
thing and get back to A m erican­ 
ism ."
